Set in the "<ireat Hall ot 
the University Center, the 
Ballroom, the Madrigals have 
featured the University 
Choralairs deessed in period 
costumes The music offers a 
representative sample of 
sixteenth century Knglish 
carols 

The tickets for the 
Madrigal Dinners went on sale 
November 1. and were vir 
tually sold out within two 
weeks. Russell Duncan, 
director of tin- l niversitv 
Center, stated 

Although the dinners are 
not solely directed to the 
surrounding communities, 
these are the |>eople who 
primarily attend the event 
There is seldom a large turn 
out of the student population, 
though some do attend, he 
added 

The menu prepared by the 
Kood Services Department 
was of Knglish origin, and the 
entertainment, provided by 
the Chamber Choir. Collegium 
Musicum. and the Choralairs 
was oriented toward the 
Christmas season through 
ritual and song Rolx*rt 'Todd 
of the Knglish department 
served as Lord of Misrule

Ix*cause some plays simply 
won't appeal to everyone Hi¬ 
nted the recent production ot 
Kennedy's Children.' as <i 
case of point, indicating that 
the* play's seriousness and 
strong language tended to turn 
some people off 
Snyder said that he tries to 
tell people in advance what to 
expect Indore they come to the 
theatre 


The audience helps support 
th«- theatre The budget un 
fortunately isn t as large as 
we'd like it to be/’ Snyder 
explained. and you'd be 
surprised at the amount ot 
money required to produce <i 
play We wouldn't charge 
admission unless we had to 
Snyder emphasized 
He went on to explain that 
the price ot admission helped 
flesh out his operating budget 
and laughingly remarked that 
everyone’s problem was a 
budget problem 
The price of admission helps 
to pay for lights set material 
posters. and tickets 
V anguard theatre is thus able 
to give nine major plays a 
year carrying out quality 
production into the summer

Jain case reaches court; 
outcome favors University

In the suit Jam \ I'TM. filed 
by assistant math professor 
M K Jain charging 
discrimination by national 
origin and retaliation, tfie 
ludge ruled in favor of l I'M 

'The case came to court after 
the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Corporation 
reviewed the case and made a 
determination in favor of 
I'TM 

Jain filed the suit in January 
of 1977. saying that the 
University tailed to hire him 
on continuing employment, 
delayed his promotion, and 
blocked his application for 
department chairmanship in 
1974. because of his Indian 
origins 

He also stated that the

University retaliated for his 
correspondence with EEOC, 
the state attorney general. 
I'TM administrators, and IT 
system administrators 

The judge among other 
tilings recognized that there 
has been merit in my lawsuit 
my temporary employment 
tor three years was a long 
period, and there has been a 
complete lack of due 
process." Jain said m a 
written statement to The 
Pacer "However, the judge 
tailed to recognize that I was 
treated that way because of 
my national origin or because 
of mv filing complaint with 
EEOC 

"The judge was ot the 
opinion that my employment 
situation was not within the 
scope of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964. as amended 

"It was not a total loss My 
purpose of bringing this 
lawsuit was served in a way 
that the judge recognized the 
merit of my suit concerning 
my employ ment problems and 
Dr McGehee listened to what 
I presented to the court Dr 
McGehee and others 
representing the I'niversity 
feel that the judge's decision is 
not <i victory for the 


l niversitv. but could perhaps 
be <i 'resolution ot niisin. 
derstandings

Initial problems eliminated 
from computerized system 


; Now that the Business Affairs Office has 
: eliminated the majority of its problems con 
; ceming the computerized billing of students 
; having charge accounts with the Food Services 
’Department, the entire operation should work 
rmuch more efficiently 

; The first bill was finally sent out by the 
: Business Affairs Office during the latter por 
ftion of last week Although many problems 
have prohibited the new computerized system 
•from functioning satisfactorily thus far. 
.hopefully those problems have now been 
^.overcome so that the new system can now 
• fulfill its designated prupose more respon 
fsively Lack of adequate preparation during 
the planning stage* of the new computerized 
system was a major contributing factor to the 
system's poor performance this quarter As 
- originally conceived, the system was supposed 
jto have been implemented during summer 
: quarter, therefore allowing for any ad¬ 
justments to be made before the 1977-78 school 
year got underway But as it was. the system 
.was not ready to go into operation at the 
;beginning of this quarter, and subsequently did 
^not work effectively 

Another problem which prevented the 
Business Affairs Office from billing students at 
wgular intervals w as the number of equipment 
malfunctions which have plagued the new 
system since its inception The new com¬ 
puterized cash registers are responsible for the 
majority of difficulties along this line. Since 
many of the cashiers were not adequately 
trained to handle malfunctions with the new 
cash registers, oftentimes the machines were 


out of order w hen they were needed the most - 
namely at the cafeteria's peak hours of the day 
Also, from observing the new cash registers in 
operation, one cannot tell a significant 
decrease in the’time it takes for one to pay for 
one's food, and leave the serving area The 
time will continue to be slow until the cashiers 
become thoroughly familiar with their 
machines and what to do in case of malfunc¬ 
tion The fact that the card reader broke down 
also contributed to the delay in sending out the 
first food bill However, this problem has now 
been corrected, and there is no reason w hy the 
bills cannot be sent out at regular intervals in 
the future 

The delay in billing caused several problems 
for students who have to budget their money 
wisely This was especially true of beginning 
freshmen Students who have had prior ex¬ 
perience with the Food Service Department at 
UTM could estimate their expenditures fairly 
accurately, and thus have a pretty good idea of 
how much money to keep for food service 
payments Beginning freshmen, on the other 
hand, have never been exposed to the food 
service procedures at UTM. and consequently 
may have difficulty estimating how much 
money to retain for the purpose of meeting food 
costs 

The computerized food service system has 
the potential of becoming a highly efficient 
means of handling the affairs of the Food 
Service Department now that its initial dif¬ 
ficulties have been overcome The system 
should now be able to work as it was originally 
conceived 


UTM and Goodyear plant 
sustain ideal relationship 


University of Tennessee at Martin and the 
Goodyear Radial Tire Plant in Union City have 
developed a working relationship which may be 
considered ideal between college universities 
and industrial organizations 

Both UT Martin and the Goodyear Company 
profit immensely by maintaining such a 
Cooperative relationship Each year, more than 
half of the summer employees at the Goodyear 
plant are UTM students This means that the 
students w'ho work at the Goodyear plant 
during the summer months usually earn 
enough money to pay most of their college 
expenses the following school year Fur¬ 
thermore, they accomplish this while receiving 
on-the-job experience which may prove 
valuable when they are in the process of 
securing post-graduate employment 
Altogether, the Goodyear plant generates 
approximately $100,000 annually in the form of 
^Student revenue And since the amjority of this 
money is channelled directly into the UT 
System, the economic impact of the Goodyear 
Company on UT Martin can only be described 
as very beneficial 

As for the Goodyear plant itself, the rewards 
for hiring UTM students to fill summer 


positions can be considered equally beneficial. 
Not only does the Goodyear Company profit by 
having dependable employees at its disposal, 
but it is also making a good investment in its 
own future by hiring UTM students. Many of 
the students who work at the Goodyear plant 
during their years at UT Martin go on to 
become permanent employees with the com¬ 
pany upon graduation. In fact, 26 percent of the 
college graduates presently employed by the 
Goodyear plant in managerial positions 
received their education at UTM 

UTM and the Goodyear Company also benefit 
in other ways from their cooperative 
relationship By allowing its facilities to be 
used as a working model for engineering and 
other related courses, the Goodyear Company 
is helping UTM instructors while at the same 
time promoting its industry through good 
public relations. Likewise, UTM allows its 
various facilities to be used by Goodyear 
employees when planning banquets and other 
such social events It should now be apparent 
that cooperation between UTM and the 
Goodyear Comapny has its decided ad¬ 
vantages The example set by these two in¬ 
stitutions should serve as the basis for more 
such interaction in the future 


SGA selection of movies 
merits high commendation 


Although the SGA has suffered a substantial 
financial loss thus far this quarter, it continues 
to bring quality entertainment to the UTM 
campus each week in the form of top-rated 
motion pictures 

So far this quarter, the total cost of the films 
jshown on campus by the SGA has been 
$ 2,481 The total attendance at these motion 
pictures has been 3.024. representing a gross 
income of $2,268 The SGA has only had to 
supplement the film series with $213 50 a 
.figure which is quite small when compared 

• with that of many past quarters The reason for 
the relative success of the movies being shown 
by the SGA is the discretion used by the SGA in 
its selection of films for presentation to the* 
student body The SGA has apparently realized 
-that the "good deal" is not always the the most 
intelligent choice when scheduling en 
tertainment The films that have been planned 
for Winter Quarter are a good example of this 

• type of discretion 

Among the motion pictures that are being 
'{lined up for Winter Quarter are "Rocky,' 


"Network," "Dog Day Afternoon." "A Star is 
Born," and last but not least. "Gone With the 
Wind " All of these movies are box office hits. 

and all have received excellent critical ac¬ 
claim The student response to these films 
should be very positive, and therefore insure a 
minimum of financial loss by the SGA Even if 
the films are not as successful as anticipated, 
no one can accuse the SGA of not being 
responsive to the desires of the student body In 
their selection, the SGA has included 
something for everyone - from the suspense 
and intrigue of "Network." and "Dog Day 
Afternoon," to the adventure and romance of 

A Star is Born." and "Gone With the Wind ' 

All things considered, the SGA is doing an 
excellent job of providing the students at UTM 
w ith quality motion pictures Maybe if the SGA 
would devote as much effort to the planning of 
other events as they seemingly do to the 
scheduling of motion pictures, the financial 
problems that have plagued it throughout this 
quarter would be reduced greatly

There is a definite shift form 
the mainstream religions to 
Eastern philosophies, and 
much of it is said to stem from 
the family. While their 
counterparts from the last 
decade rejected their parents' 
material standards, today’s 
youth appear to be rejecting 
their parents’ spiritual 
standards. One prlest- 
psychiatrist of Sacramento; 
California says that children 
are being raised so per- 
missively that some want to 
make up for it. A fact which 
Alexander Solzhenitiyn 
confirms in criticizing 
American society for letting 
adolescents “Immerse 
themselves in idleness and 
amusements, instead of in¬ 
vigorating tasks and spiritual 
growth." 

There is much to be said for 
comparing today’s religious 
mysticism with the radical 
polites of the last decadt. Like 
their counterparts from the 
last generation, perhaps 
today’s youth have legitimate 
complaints about “the 
system," but are going to 
extreme (even foolish) means 
to express them. 

But what of those who are 
just floating along from day to 
day, loat in an apparently 
apathetic stupor? Maybe it 
was easy to stand on the 
sidelines of the social activism 
and snicker at those win 
would be foolish enough to get 
upset over something as 
ideological as politics. 
Today’s youth however, are 
prophesying society's doom on 
an even wider scale, not jwt 
because of its political system, 
but because of its very 
foundation - the spiritual core 
of its citizens.

Those who reacted to the 
materialism of their parents 
by either “copping out” or 
supporting revolution saw that 
what they were doing failed to 
produce any lasting changes. 

It would be easy enough to 
criticize the crazy ideas that 
the cults come up with, easier 
still to just ignore them, but 
stop and think a minute. 
Would you be willing to get up 
at four every morning take a 
cold shower and spend two 
and a half hours giving thanks 
to your God? The Hare 
Krishnas are. Would you be 
willing to devote a certain 
amount of time every day to 
even talk to your God, to find 
out more about Him? Those In 
the cults, for all of their 
distorted ways of looking at 
things, have devoted their 
entire lives to what they 
believe. 

Jesus Christ, uneducated 
carpenter that he was, had 
some very keen perceptions 
about the religious systems of 
his time that he passed on to 
the people he was teaching. He 
noticed that they did all of 
their religious deeds to be 
noticed by men, and that they 
were willing to do everything 
that was required of them in 
order to appear religious, but 
that they neglected the 
“weightier provisions of the 
law: justice and mercy and 
faithfulness.” He noticed that 
they were willing to clean the 
outside of their spiritual

were full of "robbery and self 
indulgence,” He said this to 
them: “Even so you too 
outwardly appear righteous to 
men, but inwardly you are full 
of hypoersy and lawlessness.”

According to Abernathy, he 
has acquired more than the 50 
hours of instruction and 20 solo 
hours of flying needed for his 
private pilots license But his

GI Bill students warned 
against dropping courses 


The head of the Veterans 
Administration (VA) in 
Tennessee has cautioned GI 
Bill students to look before 
they leap if they are con¬ 
sidering dropping courses or 
seeking non-puntivive grades 
for them 

Nashville VA Regional 
Office Director Robert Bielak 
said that in certain cir¬ 
cumstances the law now 
requires the agency to 
retroactively cancel 
assistance payments for 
courses dropped without a 
grade after a reasonable drop- 
add period 

This applies also in cases 
where a course is completed 
but the grade assigned is, in 
effect, ignored by the school 
for graduation requirements - 
a so-called “Non-punitive” 
grade. 

“In other words," Bielak 
said, “veterans dropping 
courses in such cir¬ 
cumstances, or receiving a 
non-punltive grade could wind 
up in debt to the federal 
government.” 

He pointed out, however, 
That VA will not retroactively 


collect payments already 
made when the situation is due 
to circumstances beyond the 
student's control 

The law, which went into 
effect last December, 
prohibits VA payment of 
education benefits for any 
part of a course that is not 
used in computing graduation 
requirements. 

Bielak explained this could 
mean that many students 
will find themselves overpaid 
under the GI Bill for courses 
from which they withdraw and 
for courses in which the 
assigned grades does not 
count toward graduation. 

Payments for such courses, 
he said, must be stopped as of 
the first day of a school term. 

For example, if a student 
withdraws from a course on 
December 1, 1977, under the 
conditions outlined, VA 
payments for that course will 
be terminated retroactively to 
the beginning of the school 
term unless mitigating cir¬ 
cumstances are shown. 

“Hie safest course,” the 
VA director said, “is not to 
drop a course or request a 


'non-punitive’ grade until you 
contract the school's veterans' 
affairs office and find out what 
effect the withdrawal or grade 
may have on your monthly VA 
check.” 

The agency also recom¬ 
mends that both students and 
school officials provide a brief 
statement concerning the 
circumstances of the with¬ 
drawal or "non-punitive" 
grade assignment when 
reporting such action to VA.

Students to pay or clear 
all fees before January 3

Although advance 
registration for Winter 
Quarter ended Monday. 
November 28, students must 
clear fees payment with the 
Office of Business Affairs 
before January 3, according to 
Rebecca Murphy, supervisor 
of student accounts. 

All payments should be 
cleared before then in order to 
prevent a probable “log-jam" 
on that day. she said. 

"A fairly large number did 
pay fees at the time they 
signed up for courses," 
Murphy continued "Others 
plan to mail in checks—in 
which case, payment must be 
received in the Business 
Office by December 23." 

If a student mails in a check, 
the ID card should be enclosed 
along with the section of the 
schedule showing charges 
owed, she said. 

"Students who have ap¬ 
proval for scholarships, loans, 
or grants may complete their 
registration during the week 
of finals, Monday through 
Friday, December 5-9," 
Murphy added. "All students 
including those receiving 
scholarships, fees, waivers, 
etc must have a validated 
fees receipt in order to hold 
place in class." 


She said that financial aids 
checks will “hopefully” be in. 
but that some of them might 
not be ready by next week 
However, if a student needed 
his check to pay and it wasn’t 
in, he should go to the 
Business Office and make 


arrangements to pay when the 
checks arrived, she said 

"Student should not neglect 
or delay too long fees payment 
or advance registration will 
have been in vain," Murphy 
added. 


Problems resolved 
in delay of food bills

“A combination of things

Tice explained. “The new 
system was supposed to be in 
operation by Summer Quarter, 
and thus giving everyone time 
to become familiar with it 
before Fall Quarter com¬ 
menced.” 

Actually, the Business 
Affairs office had to utilize 
both the old system of billing, 
as well as try to implement the 
new system at the same time, 
Tice continued The equip¬ 
ment did not arrive on time, 
and the program was not 


finalized in time for it to bo 
successful at the onset of Fall 
Quarter. 

“It would have been out a' 
week earlier, but the card 
reader broke down, making it 
impossible to put information, 
into the computer,” Tice said; 
regarding the billing that was 
sent out at the end of last 
week 

However, now that this 
problem has been eliminated, . 
another bill should be sent out 
within the next few days, and 
hopefully the billing will be up 
to date by Christmas, Tice 
stated. 

Tice concluded by saying • 
that when all the problems 
have been corrected within 
the system, students having 
charge accounts with the Food : 
Services Department should • 
receive a food bill every three • 
weeks, just like last year.

Teacher-team collaborates 
create job study course

Donnie and Marie they ain't, 
but Bonnie and Ronnie they 
may be, and every Monday 
from three to 5 p.m., usually in 
the Placement Office, they put 
on a show of team teaching 
called General Studies 2000, 
Career Self Studies 
"We started thinking and 
planning the course one year 
ago last summer," Dr. Ron 
Classon, director of the 
Counselling Center and one of 
the teachers, said 
"A student would spend four 
years studying-oh-accounting. 
for example, but when it 
comes to jobs and resumes, 
they go into a panic situation." 
Classon elaborated. 

In a preliminary report to 
the Curricula Committee last 
year, Bonnie Rice and Classon 
described the course as a 
structured series of ex 
periences which focuses on 
career self-awareness, the 
course was also described as 
being the co-operative effort 
between the student, a faculty 
mentor in the student's major 
field of study, the Counseling 
Center, and Co-operative 
Education and Placement 
Although the class has only- 
two students-which makes it 
perhaps the smallest class on 
campus, Placement Director 
Rice is not dismayed 
"We decided to go ahead 
and give it a trial run," Rice 
explained, indicating that the 
mini-class would probably 
help iron out all the bugs in 
what seems to be an in¬ 
novation for UT.. 

“One is that students here at 
UTM are credit-bound,” 
Classon said. “They have to 
have some credit to justify the 
expenditure They are usually 
busy, and the course does take 
a little work." 

Classon also said that he 
would like to see more faculty 
members become involved 
with the career consequence 
and more knowlegable about 
the fields in which their 
majors would be employed

Saturday morning the rest of 
the group arrived, and was 
given a basic lecture on what 
survival is and what the 
weekend would entail.

of ropes, knot-tieing. and the 
techniques of rappelling " 

"All in all the weekend went 
off excellently,” commented 
Gaskin “Everyone seemed to 
enjoy themselves, and learn a 
lot." 

Due to the fact that the 
course was so well-received, 
it will be offered again during 
the Spring Quarter It is open 
to anyone interested; this 
means that you do not have to 
be in ROTC to take the course 

"We heartily encourage 
everyone interested to par¬
